DOUGLAS  AND  MORAN  JOIN  NI  BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS 

A tally  of  the  ballots  on  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  by-laws, 
mailed  to  the  membership  last  fall,  showed  an  almost  unaminous 
approval  of  all  six  amendments.

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ROMAN 

PROPAGANDA: 

THE  COINAGE  OF  TIBERIUS  14-37AD 

by  Walter  W.  Leonard,  Irving,  Texas,  NI  H670 


TIBERIUS  CLAUDIUS  NERO,  the  second  of  the  Roman  Emperors,  was  in  a 
very  delicate  position  when  he  succeeded  his  step-father  Augustus. 
The  very  nature  of  the  empire  Augustus  had  created  in  his  forty-odd 
years  of  sole  power  was  a subtle  balance.  The  balance  was  struck 
between  the  continued  existence  of  all  the  machinery  of  the  old 
Republic  and  the  personal  power  of  the  Emperor  - a combination  of 
personality  and  military  might.  In  order  to  mask  the  idea  of  one 
man's  absolute  power,  unacceptable  to  the  Roman's  pride,  the  Emperor 
had  to  stress  the  legitimation  of  his  personal  worthiness  to  his 
unique  position. 


Herein  lay  the  tragedy  of  Tiberius.  He  was  a man  of  tremendous  abil- 
ity as  a military  commander  and  as  an  administrator,  but  his  person- 
ality was  a tremendous  contrast  to  that  of  Augustus.  Augustus  in 
his  later  years  was  outgoing  and  pleasant  to  all,  but  Tiberius  was, 
by  nature,  introspective  and  rather  private.  Probably  because  of 
this,  Augustus  passed  over  Tiberius  repeatedly  in  an  attempt  to  find 
a successor.  Tiberiusand  Augustus,  however,  outlived  all  the  other 
candidates.  Augustus  reluctantly  settled  on  Tiberius,  the  first  son 
of  his  wife  Livia.  Born  in  42  B.C.,  Tiberius  was  rather  old  when 
he  came  to  the  throne  and  embittered  by  the  dissappointments  of  his 
earlier  years. 


The  earliest  coinage  of  Tiberius,  under  Augustus,  were  simply  vari- 
ants of  the  contemporary  issues  of  Augustus.  In  keeping  with  the 
distinguished  military  career  of  Tiberius,  most  of  the  issues  were 

military  in  character  and  is- 
sued to  pay  the  troops  on  the 
northern  frontier.  Men  who, 
obviously,  had  to  become  ac- 
customed to  the  succession. 
The  most  common  issue  used 
the  reverse  device  of  the 
Altar  of  Rome  and  Augustus 
erected  in  Lugdunum  (the  mint 
city)  by  the  Gallic  cantons. 


With  the  death  of  Augustus  in  September,  14  A.D.,  the  accession  of 
Tiberius  was  assured,  yet  difficult  for  various  reasons.  In  order 
to  preserve  the  Augustan  constitutional  balance,  Tiberius  had  to 
act  as  if  the  position  was  forced  upon  him.  He  refused  most  of  the 
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Imperial  titles  and  tried,  ostensibly,  to  refuse  the  others.  He,  of 
course,  eventually  accepted  the  power,  in  theory  which  he  had  exer- 
cised in  fact  since  the  health  of  Augustus  had  begun  to  fail.  The 
Legions  of  the  Rhine  went  into  mutiny  on  the  death  of 
Augustus.  This  was  soon  settled  but  may  account  for 
the  scarcer  of  the  two  denarius  types  of  Tiberius,  an 
issue  which  shows  Tiberius  in  a chariot  and  lists  his 
military  titles. 


Sear  468  The  policies  of  Tiberius  were  simple,  to  follow  the 

lead  of  Augustus  in  every  way.  The  reign  of  Tiberius 
was,  therefore,  one  of  the  status  quo.  The  Legions  undertook  no 
significant  conquests  and  Tiberius  concentrated  on  the  administration 
and  care  of  the  empire.  In  punishing  a rapacious  tax  official,  Ti- 
berius told  him  "I  want  my  shepherds  to  shear  my  sheep  - not  to 
flay  them." 


The  coinage  of  Tiberius  is  surprisingly 
sparse  and  usually  rather  unimaginative. 
His  main  denarius  type  is  a slight  vari- 
ant of  the  last  issues  of  Augustus. 

This  is  the  well  known  "Tribute  Penny" 
with  Livia  seated  on  the  reverse.  This 
is  the  coin  that  Christ  was  handling 

when  he  said  "Render  unto  Caesar etc.".  Tiberius  struck  this 

coin,  also  in  gold,  virtually  unchanged  throughout  his  reign. 


Tiberius,  although  he  was  quite  careful  with  the  Imperial  finance, 
was  not  adverse  to  spending  with  good  cause.  When  the  province  of 
Asia  (W.  Turkey)  was  struck  by  a devastating  earthquake  in  17  A.D., 
Tiberius  persuaded  the  Senate  to  remit  taxes  for  five  years  and 
personally  gave  the  hardest  hit  city  of  Sardes  ten  million  sesterces 
(purchasing  power  probably  equivalent  to  an  equal  number  of  dollars) . 
This  action  was  commemorated  on  a splendid  sestertius  showing  Tiber- 
ius seated  on  a chair  holding  a sacrificial  dish  and  sceptre,  sur- 
rounded by  the  legend  - CIVITATIBUS  ASIAE  RESTITUTIS  (The  Restoration 
of  the  Cities  of  Asia) . 


The  most  interesting  series  of  Tiberius  was  not  even  in  his  own  name. 
He  struck  a tremendous  series  in  commemoration  of  the  now-deified 
Augustus.  These  issues  of  course  honored  Augustus,  legitimized 
Tiberius  as  his  successor,  and  pointed  out  the  continuation  of  the 
policies  of  Augustus. 

The  last  years  of  Tiberius  were  disastrous.  Being  by  nature  a pri- 
vate person,  Tiberius  allowed  his  subordinates  more  and  more  power 
until  Sejanus,  the  Prefect  of  the  Praetorian  Guard,  began  to  plot 
to  succeed  him.  Sejanus  had  Drusus , Tiberius'  son,  murdered  and 
encouraged  the  spread  of  treason  and  conspiracy  trials.  He  was 
aided  in  this  by  the  withdrawal  of  Tiberius  to  Capri,  a move  encour- 
aged by  Sejanus.  Finally,  in  31  A.D.,  Tiberius  realized  the  extent 
of  Sejanus'  treachery  and,  on  the  day  Sejanus  expected  to  be  pro- 
claimed his  successor,  Tiberius  had  him  arrested.  Furious,  embit- 
tered Tiberius  struck  out  at  all  who  had  been  associated  with  Sejanus 
The  last  few  years  of  Tiberius  were  ones  of  suspicion  and  fear. 
Tiberius  died  in  March,  37  A.D.,  succeeded  by  Caius  Caesar  (Caligula) 
the  son  of  his  popular  nephew,  Germanicus. 
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Looking  for  coins 
in  London

Every  year  London  has  several  million  visitors  who  spend  most  of 
their  time  parting  with  coins.  This  article  is  however  aimed  at 
that  dedicated  band  of  people:  the  collectors. 

If  you  are  a local  or  a professional  dealer,  it  is  probable  that 
you  already  know  exactly  where  to  go  to  find  the  specific  category 
of  item  you  require.  However,  if  you  are  on  vacation  and  wish  to 
indulge  in  your  hobby,  then  I hope  that  this  will  help  in  some  little 
way . 

My  vacations  are  usually  spent  visiting  as  many  towns  as  time  per- 
mits, and  one  of  my  first  acts  is  to  look  up  the  local  Yellow  Pages. 
Most  times  one  strikes  a complete  blank  or  if  there  is  one  coin 
dealer  listed,  he  has  just  closed  down  or  now  only  sells  stamps. 

In  a large  city  one  is  faced  with  a long  list  with  addresses  many 
miles  apart,  and  no  idea  whether  the  address  is  that  of  a proper 
shop  or  of  an  apartment  block.  You  are  likely,  at  the  end  of  the 
day»  to  finish  up  with  sore  feet,  a lot  of  bus  tickets  and  not  much 
else . 

Out  of  interest,  I looked  up  the  London  Yellow  Pages.  The  first 
thing  I found  was  that  there  are  6 books  covering  different  areas, 
and  all  list  coin  dealers.  The  Central  area  book  listed  (when  I 
looked)  38  different  addresses  and  another  29  were  to  be  found  be- 
tween the  other  5 books. 

Obviously  if  you  have  only  a few  days  in  London  and/or  your  com- 
panion(s)  do  not  share  your  collecting  interests,  it  is  out  of  the 
question  to  devote  a great  deal  of  time  roaming  the  city.  For  this 
reason  I will  concentrate  on  Central  London. 

Most  London  dealers  keep  normal  shop  hours  (9:30  AM  to  5:30  or  6:00PM) 
and  a few  open  on  Saturdays.  There  are  three  companies  that  stand 
out  above  all  the  others:  Baldwin,  Seaby  and  Spink;  the  last  two 
being  probably  more  familiar  through  their  numismatic  publications 
and  their  monthly  bulletins.  All  three  deal  with  the  whole  spectrum 
of  coins,  ancient  and  modern . Although  they  are  all  in  the  "West 
End",  they  are  widely  separated  and  I would  not  recommend  walking 
from  one  to  another. 

In  fact,  I think  the  best  way  to  get  about  London  is  by  using  the 
Underground  Railway.  The  trains  are  fast,  and  frequent,  and  the  com- 
plex of  lines  criss-crosses  the  area.  The  only  drawback  is  the 
cost;  even  the  greatest  London-phile  cannot  claim  it  is  cheap,  high 
prices  being  charged  in  order  to  subsidise  the  busses  that  seem  to 
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be  fighting  a loosing  battle  against  the  automobile. 

The  most  convenient  thing  to  do,  and  it  may  also  save  you  some 
money,  is  to  get  a "Central  Tube  Rover"  ticket.  This  entitles  you 
to  unlimited  travel  in  the  Central  area  of  the  Underground  system 
(at  the  time  of  writing  the  cost  was  £1.25  per  day). 

By  only  mentioning  3 names  I am  of  course  missing  out  many  very 
good  and  friendly  dealers;  but  if  I put  down  their  names  here,  the 
list  would  gradually  stretch  out  as  more  and  more  came  to  mind.  So 
I have  compromised  by  listing  a selection  as  an  appendix.  If  I 
have  missed  out  one  that  you  are  familiar  with,  do  not  take  it  to 
imply  that  they  have  closed  down,  it  is  merely  intended  as  a selection. 

As  I previously  mentioned,  Baldwin,  Seaby  and  Spink  are  quite  a way 
apart,  but  a visit  to  one  can  be  combined  with  a visit  to  another 
dealer.  Lubbock  is  not  too  far  from  Seaby,  nor  Stewart  Ward  and 
Lobel;  and  Coins  and  Antiquities  is  reasonably  close  to  Spink. 

Baldwin  can  be  combined  with  a visit  to  Stanley  Gibbons,  perhaps 
best  known  for  stamps,  but  now  London's  biggest  dealer  in  paper 
money  (they  also  sell  coins  and  medals) . Almost  across  the  road 
from  Baldwin  is  The  London  Stamp  Exchange  (stamps,  coins  and  medals) 
and  "The  Arches",  a section  of  railway  arches  beneath  Charing  Cross 
station  (off  Villiers  Street)  that  has  been  converted  into  small 
shops,  most  of  which  sell  coins  and/or  medals. 

In  addition  to  the  full  time  dealers  there  are  many  part-timers  and 
some  of  these  can  be  met  with  at  the  weekend.  On  Saturday  the  best 
coin  market  in  London  is  held,  very  close  to  the  Arches,  again  under- 
neath Charing  Cross  station.  The  entrance  is  in  Villiers  Street 
just  100  yards  from  Embankment  underground  station.  Here  you  will 
find  about  20  coin  dealers,  3 or  4 who  specialise  in  paper  money  and 
many  others  selling  postcards,  jewellry,  small  antiques  and  bric-a- 
brac  . 

Also  on  Saturday  is  the  Portobello  Road  market,  London's  best  known 
antiques  market.  The  variety  of  antiques  is  enormous  and  it  is  stag- 
gering to  think  how  many  people  must  be  involved  in  the  trade.  Go 
to  Charing  Cross  in  the  morning  and  Portobello  Road  in  the  afternoon; 
there  are  a number  of  coins  dealers  there,  but  they  tend  to  concen- 
trate on  English  coins  and  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  describe 
how  to  find  them. 

London  is  a city  of  markets  and  a coin  stall  can  be  found  in  most. 

Even  on  a Sunday  you  can  go  coin  hunting  in  the  Petticoat  Lane  market 
in  the  "East  End".  The  coin  section  of  this  famous  Sunday  only 
market  is  in  fact  a few  hundred  yards  away  in  Exchange  Buildings  off 
Cutler  Street,  just  around  the  corner  from  one  of  London's  largest 
department  stores,  and  the  only  one  open  on  a Sunday  morning  (in 
spite  of  its  name  The  Houndsditch  Warehouse  is  a retail  store) . 

Turn  the  corner  into  Exchange  Buildings  and  you  find  yourself  in  a 
small  open  space  packed  with  stalls  and  people.  Stalls  selling 
gold  jewellry  outnumber  the  coins,  particularly  around  Christmas, 
but  if  you  are  going  "down  the  lane"  don't  miss  it. 

Finally,  if  you  do  decide  to  come  to  London  you  will  have  a great 
time  exploring  this  wonderfull  city,  and  maybe  we  will  bump  into 
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each  other  somewhere.

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Classifying  notgeld 
by  serial  number  types 

by  David  Block , Gainesville , Florida,  NI  # 894 


A collector  who  wants  to  classify  his  series  notgeld  according  to  Dr 
Keller's  catalog  faces  the  problem  of  deciding  whether  specific  notes 
have  type  I or  type  II  numerals  in  their  serial  numbers.  The  Pick- 
Siemsen  edition  of  Serienscheine  (reviewed  in  this  Bulletin,  July 
1975,  Vol.  9,  pp  210-211)  leaves  blanks  in  the  part  of  the  text  de- 
scribing the  two  types.  Here  is  a translation  of  what  Dr.  Keller 
intended  to  say: 

Type  I,  II  signify  the  cut  of  the  ciphers  used  for  numbering ; 
the  types,  however,  differ  from  each  other  only  in  the  style  of 
the  2,  4,  5 and  7 . Type  I has  a curved  top  or  bottom  stroke  on 
2,  Sand  7;  the  4 has  an  open  top  [fig.  1] . Type  II  has  the  top 
or  bottom  stroke  of  2,  5 and  7 straight , and  the  4 is  closed 
[fig.  2].  However,  there  is  also  a mixed  type  I,  which  has  a 
closed  4 [fig.  3] .

A critical  examination  shows  that  both  types  may  use  5's  with  slight 
ly  curved  tops  (fig.s  4 & 5).  Thus  a 5 with  a slightly  curved  top 
is  of  no  use  in  classifying  a note.  However,  a 5 with  a straight 
top  has  to  be  type  II. 

Dr.  Keller  did  not  mention  the  mixed  type  II  which  has  an  open  4 
(fig.  6).  Since  either  type  can  have  an  open  4,  another  guide  to 
types  is  lost. 

Finally,  Dr.  Keller  does  not  mention  the  straight-top  3,  a form  used 
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only  in  some  of  the  type  II  numbering  machines  and  proof  of  type 
II  (fig.  7).

Many  of  the  issues  of  notgeld  have  no  serial  numbers.  Although  notes 
can  be  printed  in  sheets,  most  printers  had  to  cut  the  sheets  up 
before  feeding  them  into  numbering  machines  one  at  a time.  This 
second  operation  was  expensive  and  hardly  necessary.  The  control 
over  the  printer  it  might  have  produced  did  not  exist.  Appel  sup- 
plied customers  with  a set  of  notes  consecutively  numbered  to  the

required  figure,  then  printed  a second  set  with  the  same  numbers  but 
in  a different  size  ( Serienseheine , p.  239).  And  collectors  bought 
both  sizes  in  order  to  be  complete! 

While  it  is  true  that  some  serial  numbers  were  printed  in  several 
sizes  or  even  colors  in  apparent  deliberate  attempts  to  increase 
sales,  the  greater  number  of  cheaply  produced  notes  were  not  number- 
ed, showing  that  many  issuers  considered  numbering  not  to  be  cost 
effective.

Some  cases  of  size  and  type  variation  in  serial  numbers  are  undoubt- 
edly due  to  the  printer's  use  of  two  or  more  numbering  machines  on 
different  parts  of  an  issue  to  speed  production.  The  case  of  the 
1 August  1921  issue  of  Rehmen  may  be  mentioned,  in  which  notes  A,  E 
& F have  type  II  serial  numbers  and  notes  B,  C & D have  type  I. 

Other  cases  may  be  attributed  to  the  use  of  a different  numbering 
machine  when  making  a second  printing  of  a series.  Among  the  many 
probably  cases  of  this  is  the  attractive  Blucher-hussar  series  from 
Stolp,  Keller  1057c. 

Although  it  is  perhaps  neurotic  to  worry  about  modern  replicas  of 
notgeld  while  tons  of  originals  are  available  at  small  prices,  the 
extensive  use  of  lithography  and  offset  printing  in  producing 
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originals  does  make  the  conformity  of  the  serial  numbers  on  a speci- 
men to  the  precise  types  of  the  original  a comforting  assurance  that 
a new-looking  specimen  is  in  fact  original.  But,  as  this  article  has 
demonstrated,  Dr.  Keller's  type  I and  type  II  classifications  do  not 
have  sufficient  precision  to  enable  the  necessary  comparisons.  As 
Herr  Winkelmann  said,  "Graben  wir  weiter!".

Having  spent  a good  portion  of  my  life  in  London  and  Istanbul,  friends 
sometimes  ask,  'How  on  earth  can  you  live  buried  in  a small  Nebraska 
village?".

To  judge  from  the  past,  most  of  the  coins  will  not  appear  on  the 
market  until  sometime  in  1978.  Although  at  the  moment  I have  no  il- 
lustrations, I thought  general  collectors  might  like  to  know,  so 
as  to  be  on  the  look  out  for  them  as  they  trickle  onto  the  market. 

All  are  in  realm  of  everyday  use  except  the  expensive  Tonga  set  (a 
repeat  of  1976),  the  silver  50  Rupees  of  India  and  the  silver  150 
Baht  of  Thailand.  All  of  these  coins  are  a rather  limited  mintage 
and  basically  aimed  at  the  collector.  Contrary  to  the  FAO  news 
release,  the  Tonga  1 Pa'anga  FAP  coin  of  1977  is  a new  type.  It  is 
rectangular,  with  the  King's  portrait  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse 
has  10  rows  of  palm  trees  and,  as  usual,  the  initials  F.A.O. 

Countries  whose  coins  are  a repeat  (i.e.  only  difference,  the  new 
date)  of  1976  are  as  follows: 

Botswana  (5  pieces);  Jamaica,  1 Cent  (1975  also)  and  20  Cent; 
and  Tonga  (5  pieces,  with  the  exception  of  the  1 Pa'anga). 
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The  Ceres  Medals  for  1976/77  are  all  women,  except  Julius  Nyere. 

The  women  are  all  famous,  thus,  the  Empress  Farah  Pahlavl  of  Iran; 
Fatima  Abdel  Mahhous ; Sri  mavo  Bandaranaike , who  was  Premier  of 
Ceylon;  and  Princess  Grace  of  Monaco.  The  reverses  of  the  first 
two,  design,  script,  are  singularly  beautiful.

Collecting  the  enlarged  letters  we  have  as  follows. 

LVWLVMICLVYWVCNbWVVLIILLVI 

If  we  take  the  Roman  numerals  I = 1,  V = 5,  L = 50,  C = 100  and  M = 
1000  and  apply  them  we  total  up  to  1539.  We  have  left  over:  W V,'  W, 

N Y & b,  none  of  these  being  Roman  numerals. 

But,  if  we  look  at  W we  see  it  is  made  up  of  two  V's,  similar  to  X. 

So,  let  W be  10  and  we  are  up  to  1569.  The  N has  two  uprights,  the 
Y and  the  b a single  upright  each,  these  being  I's,  the  Roman  1.  This 
gives  us  four  more  to  add  to  the  total  and  we  reach  1573. 

I don't  think  this  can  be  a coincidence  and  I wonder  how  many  other 
medals  carry  hidden  dates.

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BOOK  REVIEWS 


COINS  OF  THE  OTTOMAN  EMPIRE  and  the  TURKISH  REPUBLIC.  A Detailed 
Catalogue  of  the  Jem  Sultan  Collection.  By  Jem  Sultan.  2 Volumes. 
Volume  1 Text:  i-xxvi,  457pp.  Volume  2 Plates:  i-ix,  353  plates. 

Bound  in  library  cloth  binding,  in  slip  case  7-3/4"  x 11"  x 2-1/2". 
Published  by  B & R Publishers,  Thousand  Oaks,  Calif.  $95.00  postpaid 
in  USA  and  Canada. 

The  author  is  to  be  congratulated  for  accumulating  such  an  excellent 
collection  of  Ottoman  coins,  and  for  recording  each  specimen  in  a 
meticulous  fashion  and  having  it  published  for  the  benefit  of  numis- 
matists studying  this  fascinating  series  of  coinage.  It  is  a magni- 
ficant  achievement,  the  material  being  quite  representative  of  the 
coinage  with  many  rare  specimens  included,  making  it  an  ideal  refer- 
ence book  for  the  series. 

The  organisation  of  the  work  is  simple  and  effective.  In  the  text 
volume  each  sultan  (or  prince)  is  introduced  by  an  historical  note 
based  upon  the  information  contained  in  the  Encyclopedia  of  Islam, 
followed  by  the  "typology"  of  the  coins  issued  by  the  ruler,  which 
includes  the  denominations  of  the  coins,  translations  of  the  obverse 
and  reverse  inscriptions  with  notes  on  any  ornaments  observed.  No 
transliterations  are  offered  for  the  Arabic  inscriptions  found  on  the 
coins,  but  550  line  drawings  have  been  added  in  the  text,  and  by 
reference  to  the  6500  coin  photos  most  questions  can  be  answered. 

The  third  section  under  each  sultan  comprises  the  listing  of  the 
coins  under  the  headings  of  metal,  denomination,  type  weight  (in 
grams),  diameter  (in  millimeters),  brief  description  (i.e.  place  of 
minting,  date,  etc.),  the  letters  "S"  or  "R"  denoting  scarcity  or 
rarity,  and  finally  the  catalogue  numbers  for  the  particular  specimen 
found  in  the  reference  books  by  Pere,  Craig  and  Yeoman,  and  occasion- 
ally from  Valentine's  and  Edhem's  works.  Final  chapters  cover  coins 
issued  during  the  Turkish  Republic,  Ottoman  Medals,  Lead  Seals  and 
Counterfeits . 

The  quality  of  printing  and  paper  used  is  good,  so  most  of  the  coins 
can  be  studied  easily.  Incidentally,  the  purchaser  of  this  work 
should  not  be  disturbed  by  the  fact  that  the  book  designer  has  en- 
couraged the  author  to  leave  a certain  number  of  pages  in  the  text 
volume  blank,  there  are  54  left-hand  and  24  right-hand  pages  so  num- 
bered and  remain  blank,  the  book  should  not  be  considered  imperfect 
for  this  reason. 

The  purpose  of  this  notice  is  to  establish  the  fact  that  this  import- 
ant catalogue  was  published  in  December  1977  and  is  available,  since 
the  coin  numbers  Jem  Sultan  has  assigned  to  the  specimens  described 
will  undoubtedly  appear  in  articles,  dealer's  lists,  etc.  from  now 
on,  in  conjunction  with  the  Pere,  Craig  and  Yeoman/Krause  numbers 
in  this  country. 

A critical  review  of  this  catalogue  cannot  be  done  rapidly,  but  this 
writer  being  familiar  with  the  Nuri  Pere  catalogue  since  1967  would 
like  to  emphasise  the  merits  of  the  present  catalogue,  and  add  a few 
comments  on  its  contents  to  assist  and  encourage  the  potential 
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purchaser  to  add  this  essential  work  to  his  library. 

First,  the  scope  of  the  catalogue  can  be  judged  by  the  fact  that 
there  are  coins  from  approximately  68  mints  (some  of  them  quite  rare), 
out  of  approximately  115  mints  (published)  known  to  this  writer. 

Usually  the  coins  from  Takidemt  are  excluded  from  the  series,  and 
although  those  of  Mecca  have  often  been  accepted,  this  writer  doesn't 
think  so  (see  article  in  WORLD  COINS , September  1975).  On  page  106 
the  author  has  stated  that  he  prefers  the  use  of  the  Turkish  name 
"Canca"  for  "Ganjah";  and  in  his  catalogue  he  includes  36  photos  of 
silver  coins  from  this  mint,  but  the  coin  number  2006  is  from  GANJA 
(now  Kirovabad),  as  is  the  coin  number  289  in  Pere's  catalogue,  which 
was  minted  at  the  old  site  of  that  city  called  by  the  Turks  "GENCE". 

Jem  Sultan  does  however  confirm  on  page  226  that  "CANCA"  is  the  name 
of  a town  in  the  Gumushane  province  (according  to  Evliya  Celebi,  who 
says .... "taken  by  Mehmed  Celebi,  there  was  no  better  silver  mines 
in  any  other  country  at  that  time....).  This  is  all  very  confusing, 
the  name  is  often  misread  for  Chanicha  where  the  coin  #1184  was  minted. 

Regarding  the  interesting  coin,  number  916,  perhaps  the  mint  should 
be  the  variant  of  Tire,  i.e.  Tireh  Diyar  Aidin,  the  Izmir  Vilayet 
which  Artuk  wrote  about! 

Second,  the  references  are  presumably  the  ones  used  by  the  author, 
but  to  keep  the  subject  alive  and  make  the  catalogue  as  up-to-date 
as  possible,  I wonder  if  some  additions  couldn't  have  been  made,  such 
as  Olcer's  Nakisli  Osmanli  Mangirlari  (1975)  (for  the  study  of  copper 
coins).  Compare  coin  number  1582  and  Olcer's  number  269.  Also  under 
periodicals:  Lachman's  "Initial  Letters  on  Ottoman  Coins  of  18th 

Century  ( Museum  Notes  19,  1974);  Ray  Hebert's  contributions  - "Hoard 
of  Akches  (Bayezid  I)  in  Turtle  (1967)  which  concern  coins  23-85, 
and  "The  Hoard  of  15th  Century  Akches"  in  Numismatic  Circular  (May, 
1973)  which  cover  coins  305-364;  as  well  as  the  writer's  article  on 
"A  Hoard  of  Muhammad  II  Akches  Dated  855"  in  Numismatic  Circular 
(June,  1976),  all  of  which  would  add  to  the  interest  and  value  of 
studying  the  specimens  catalogued. 

The  endpapers,  "Speed's  Map  of  the  Turkish  Empire  1626",  does  add 
charm  to  the  set,  but  a good  line  drawing  map  showing  the  mint  places 
would  have  been  useful  indeed. 

Lastly,  there  are  so  many  interesting  coins,  many  of  which  are  given 
special  note  by  the  author,  too  many  to  enumerate  and  comment  upon 
in  this  notice,  but  one  of  interest  is  the  engraver's  error  on  the 
Ayasuluk  852  specimen  (number  896)  for  "856"  which  makes  it  right 
for  the  second  reign  of  Mehmed  II,  also  there  is  another  Shezade 
coin  published,  in  Israel  number  347  in  Ariel  Berman's  Islamic  Coin 
Catalogue,  1976. 

The  Jem  Sultan  catalogue  should  be  acquired  by  all  libraries  concern- 
ed with  Islamic  coinage,  collectors,  dealers,  students  of  Turkish 
history  and  museum  curators.  The  illustrations  alone  are  worth  the 
$95.00  which  is  not  a prohibitive  price  for  the  author's  great  labor 
of  compilation.

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MARSDEN'S  NUMISMTA  ORIENT  ALIA  ILLUSTRATA.  (Edited  and  added  to  by) 
Stephen  Album  (as)  A Guide  to  Islamic  and  Oriental  Coins  with  Values. 
Attic  Books,  Limited.  New  York,  1977.  Hard  back,  274pp  text  and 
drawings.  $21.50. 

There  is  a general  bibliography  plus  a brief  one  for  each  dynasty  or 
era  of  coinage  upon  which  the  work  touches.  There  is  a table  of 
A.D./A.H.  dates  to  1900.  There  is  an  index  of  personal  names,  plus 
one  for  dynasties,  tribes.  There  is  also  an  index  of  contents  and 
31  pages  of  introduction.  These  latter  include  the  preface  or  actual 
explanation  of  the  reprint;  Marsden's  biography;  the  origin's  of 
Islamic  coinage;  and  excellent  account  of  the  right  of  Sikka; 
ruler's  names;  mint  towns,  dates,  denominations  and  monetary  systems; 
transcription  spelling;  obverses  and  reverses;  chronology;  religious 
legends  and  formulas  (vital  for  Islamic  numismatics);  condition. 
Additional  drawings  (to  Marsden's  originals)  are  by  Irene  Fraley 
Preston.  Each  dynasty  or  coin  group  has  a brief  historical  intro- 
duction, plus  a description  of  the  coinage  and  mints.  Throughout  the 
text  the  numbers  of  the  illustrated  coins  are  those  of  Marsden  and/or 
Robert  Gobi,  etc.  Beside  the  identification  of  each  coin,  there  is 
a statement  of  scarcity  and  suggested  value  ($).  In  many  cases  there 
is  also  a note/comment  for  a specific  group  of  coins.  Sic.  "The  de- 
nominations of  the  Ottoman  coinage  at  Baghdad  remain  a matter  of 
controversy.  Most  Baghdad  issues  are  quite  scarce."  For  all  the 
Ottoman  coin,  the  Nuri  Pere  numbers  are  given,  I think  the  first  time 
I have  seen  them  in  general  use  in  a Western  work.  No  doubt  they 
will  be  largely  replaced  by  the  Jem  Sultan  numbers,  since  the  book 
is  in  English. 

The  original  Marsden  drawings  are  superb,  though  in  some  cases 
there  have  been  minor  problems  with  their  reproduction  in  the  new 
printing.  It  needs  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  these  originals  were 
before  the  era  of  photography  and  are  painstakingly  exact.  Few 
people  have  either  the  ability  or  the  inclination  (or  time)  to  do 
such  work  today  though  it  not  only  makes  coin  identification  much 
easier,  but  also  greatly  reduces  the  cost  of  printing. 

Since  India  and  Indian  related  Far  Eastern  areas  have  been,  for 
some  periods,  at  least,  Islamic,  a number  of  non-Islamic  script  coins 
are  included.  It  forms  an  excellent  introduction  to  some  of  the  major 
Indian  types. 

Some  readers  may  wonder  at  the  inclusion  of  some  coins  rather  than 
others.  When  one  considers  the  enormous  land  area  and  time  period 
included  in  the  work,  one  may  realize  why.  The  book,  naturally,  is 
based  on  Marsden's  own  original  book  (i.e.  collection).  Where  some 
specific  group  was  not  represented  in  that  collection,  Mr.  Album 
has  included  what  he  considers  to  be  a typical  example  of  the  group 
concerned . 

For  transcription  and  spelling,  Mr.  Album  has  used  the  system  gener- 
ally used  by  the  American  Numismatic  Society.  Where  this  does  not 
fit  some  of  the  Turkish  names  used,  I am  glad  he  uses  either  the 
generally  accepted  form  in  English  or  the  modern  Turkish  equivalent 
(this  does  not  fit  Persian),  rather  than  the  more  outlandish  forms 
one  finds  in  some  works.

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1978  CANADIAN  SILVER  DOLLAR  TO  COMMEMORATE  COMMONWEALTH  GAMES

It  was  officially  announced  on  December  2nd,  1977  that  the  1978 
Canadian  silver  dollar  will  commemorate  the  XI  Commonwealth  Games 
to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Edmonton,  Province  of  Alberta,  Canada  from 
August  3-12,  1978.  Queen  Elizabeth  II  will  be  present  to  officially 
open  the  games  on  August  3rd. 

The  reverse  design  is  by  Toronto  artist  Raymond  Taylor  and  was  se- 
lected from  a total  of  34  designs  which  had  been  submitted  by  various 
artists.  The  10  sports  which  comprise  the  Commonwealth  Games,  each 


in  its  own  small  four-sided  box,  are  shown  graphically  near  the  outer 
part  of  the  reverse  side  of  the  coin.  The  Commonwealth  Games  symbol 
with  the  words  XI  GAMES  • XI  JEUX  / COMMONWEALTH  / EDMONTON  1978 
appears  in  the  center  of  the  reverse.  Canada's  two  official  langu- 
ages, French  and  English,  must  appear  on  all  coins,  banknotes  and 
postage  stamps. 

The  10  Commonwealth  Games  sports  depicted  on  the  reverse,  starting 
from  the  6:00  o'clock  position  and  working  around  clockwise  are: 
lawn  bowling,  wrestling,  badminton,  swimming  and  diving,  weight 
lifting,  track  and  field,  shooting,  gymnastics,  boxing  and  cycling. 
Fencing  and  also  rowing  were  included  in  previous  Commonwealth  Games 
but  were  dropped  in  the  1974  games  and  will  not  be  continued.  A 
demonstration  of  la  crosse"  is  planned  as  it  is  an  important  sport 
in  Canada. 

As  of  December  20,  1977,  some  28  Commonwealth  nations  are  expected 
to  participate  in  the  XI  Commonwealth  Games  in  Edmmonton.  However, 
the  total  number  of  countries  will  probably  be  greater  by  the  begin- 
ning of  the  games  in  August. 

I had  the  honor  of  being  on  the  Committee  that  met  in  Ottawa,  Canada 
in  September,  1977  to  choose  the  design. 
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The  attractive  portrait  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II  by  Arnold  Machin  is 
shown  on  the  obverse  side.  This  portrait  is  now  used  by  all  Common- 
wealth countries  showing  the  Queen's  portrait  on  their  coins  except 
Belize  which  still  uses  the  youthful  crowned  portrait  of  the  Queen. 
The  inscription  around  the  edge  of  the  dollar  reads  ELIZABETH  II. 
DOLLAR.  1978.  CANADA,  with  a small  maple  leaf  (Canada's  national 
symbol)  on  each  side  of  the  date.  This  is  the  first  time  the  denomi- 
nation of  any  Canadian  coin  has  appeared  on  the  obverse  side. 

The  1978  silver  dollar  is  composed  of  .500  silver  and  .500  copper  and 
measures  36mm  in  diameter.  It  is  thus  the  same  composition  as  the 
1977  dollar. 

Canada's  1978  Games'  dollar  is  the  4th  coin  issued  to  commemorate  the 
Commonwealth  Games. 

Jamaica  issued  the  first  Commonwealth  Games  coin  in  1966,  a 38mm 
copper-nickel  five  shilling  coins  (mintage  190,000),  to  commemorate 
the  VIII  Commonwealth  Games  held  in  Kingston,  Jamaica. 

No  coin  was  issued  to  commemorate  the  IX  Commonwealth  Games  held  in 
Scotland  in  1970. 

New  Zealand  issued  a 38mm  dollar  coin  (18,000  Proof  specimens  in 
.925  Silver  and  352,112  Uncirculated  specimens  in  copper-nickel)  in 
1974  to  commemorate  the  X Commonwealth  Games  held  in  Christchurch, 

New  Zealand  in  February,  1974.  The  motif  on  the  reverse  is  a group 
of  runners  with  the  Queen's  portrait  on  the  obverse. 

Western  Samoa  commemorated  the  1974  X Commonwealth  Games  also  with  a 
38mm  one  tala  coin  (1,500  Proof  specimens  in  .925  silver  and  40,000 
Uncirculated  specimens  in  copper-nickel).  Naturally,  the  silver 
Proof  specimens  are  much  in  demand  and  have  been  bringing  about 
$140.00  US.  The  reverse  side  shows  2 boxers.  The  obverse  shows  the 
country's  arms. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Canadian  dollar  will  be  issued  in  brilliant 
Proof-like  condition  and  be  protected  by  an  airtight  clear  plastic 
capsule  which  is  housed  in  a small  presentation  case.  The  silver 
dollar  will  be  available  in  February,  1978  at  $4.50  each  Canadian 
postpaid,  including  registration.  Orders  may  be  sent  to  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mint,  P.  0.  Box  470,  Station  A,  Ottawa,  Ontario,  Canada 
KIN  8S5.  The  coins  are  not  available  anywhere  else  at  a lower  price. 

Due  to  the  demand  for  coins  depicting  and  commemorating  sporting 
events,  it  is  expected  that  the  mintage  will  be  slightly  over  one 
million . 

If  Canada  issues  a smaller  dollar  currency  coin  in  1979  (as  yet  there 
has  been  no  comment  on  this  from  the  Mint)  similar  to  the  26.54mm 
dollar  coin  proposed  for  the  United  States,  then  this  should  be  the 
last  year  that  a silver  dollar  will  be  issued  for  undoubtedly  it  will 
be  replaced  by  a $5.00  silver  coin  in  1979. 

NICKEL  DOLLAR:  As  yet  there  has  been  no  announcement  regarding  the 

design  for  the  1978  32mm  dollar,  but  I would  expect  that  it  will  bear 
the  same  reverse  canoe  design  that  has  appeared  on  the  dollar  coin 
for  most  of  the  years  of  its  issuance  since  1935. 
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Unless  there  is  an  unexpected  large  demand  for  the  1978  nickel  dollar, 
and  I believe  that  is  highly  unlikely  as  the  coin  is  rarely  used  for 
currency  except  in  a very  few  places  and  then  only  to  a limited  ex- 
tent, I expect  that  the  mintage  of  this  coin  will  be  limited  to  the 
mint  sets  or  possibly  a very  small  additional  quantity  to  meet  cur- 
rency demands.  There  is  a good  surplus  of  nickel  dollars  of  various 
dates  in  banks  and  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint  is  not  anxious  to  make  too 
many  more  of  them  in  view  of  the  possibility  of  a new  smaller  currency 
dollar  coin  that  could  be  required  for  currency  as  early  as  1979. 

$100  Gold  Coin:  I expect  that  a $100.00  gold  coin  in  proof  condition 

will  also  be  issued  to  commemorate  the  Commonwealth  Games.  Canada's 
1976  $100  gold  Olympic  coin  and  her  1977  $100  Proof  Jubilee  gold 
coin  (1/2  ounce  of  gold),  now  available  at  $140.00  Canadian,  have 
been  selling  very  well.  However,  as  yet  there  has  been  no  official 
announcement  of  a 1978  $100  gold  coin.  If  one  is  issued,  its  design 
would  be  different  from  that  on  the  1978  silver  dollar. 

The  $100.00  gold  coin  which  Canada  will  most  probably  issue  in  1978 
to  commemorate  the  Commonwealth  Games  will  be  the  first  gold  coin 
issued  by  any  Commonwealth  country  to  honor  the  games. 

Other  Possible  1978  Commonwealth  Coins : I have  been  trying  to  en- 

courage some  of  the  Pacific  area  Commonwealth  countries  to  issue 
crown  size  coins  to  commemorate  the  games,  but  as  yet  I have  had  no 
definite  response. 

1978  Coronation  Commemoratives:  The  25th  Anniversary  of  the  Coron- 

ation of  Queen  Elizabeth  II,  which  took  place  in  June,  1953,  may  well 
be  commemorated  by  a few  Commonwealth  countries  with  silver  crown 
size  coins  and  even  gold  coins.  The  Isle  of  Man  will  probably  com- 
memorate the  event.  However,  it  is  the  Jubilee  Year  of  the  Queen's 
rule  that  is  the  big  event  and  that  was  well  celebrated  in  1977. 

The  Jubilee  of  her  coronation  is  celebrated  to  a much  lesser  extent 
and  for  that  single  reason,  there  will  not  be  as  many  commemorative 
coins .

The  suggested  valuations  will  probably  be  controversial  and  soon  out 
of  date.  The  work  itself  is  of  great  value  to  the  beginner  in  Islamic 
collecting  and  to  the  general  collector.  It  is  an  essential  addition 
to  the  library  of  any  scholar  or  club. 

There  is  a very  lovely  cover  design  of  ceramic  tiling  in  gold  and 
turquoise  with  the  traditional  tree  of  life  and  calligraphy  legend 
surround.  But  one  does  wonder  why  it  should  be  upside  down. 

Mr.  Album  has  rendered  a real  service  to  numismatics  and  the  general 
field  of  historical  scholarship  and  economics.
